Project Description – Reconstruct the I-75/KY 36 interchange and a portion of KY 36 to provide 
the capacity required for the anticipated traffic volume generated from development in the 
project area. The anticipated project limits include the I-75/KY 36 interchange and the portion of 
KY 36 from the interchange to approximately 1 mile east of Heekin Clarks Road.

The existing corridor with the project limits and including the I-75 interchange does not have the 
capacity to handle the projected traffic from future development. The purpose for this project is 
to safely and efficiently facilitate the projected traffic volumes.

The selected consultant is required to provide engineering services and environmental services 
to perform an Interchange Modification Report, Phase I Design and Phase II Design. Phase I 
and II Design includes drainage design, right-of-way plans, construction plans, traffic control 
plans, cost estimates, and structure plans.

Preliminary Engineering and Environmental Services and Phase II Final Roadway Design. The 
initial contract agreement will be for Phase I Preliminary Engineering and Environmental 
Services only. Phase II Final Roadway Design may be added by contract modification. Phase II 
units may be negotiated at the end of Phase I after an approved Preliminary Line and Grade. 
Structure Design Services may be added to the Contract Agreement by contract modification.

For state-funded projects, if a Selection Committee vote results in a tie between two (2) firms, 
one (1) of which will perform more of the work tasks in Kentucky than the other, then the former 
firm shall be ranked one (1) place ahead of the latter.
